Wasiincton, May 7.>[Special.]—President 
Cleveland has taken a new departure in his 
treatment of pension bills.

they wore approved by the president. Re-

WM appro; sted about $75,000 a year, not half a 
dozen tors were in their seats, and many 
of the bulls were passed by a single aflirma- 
tive vote. President Cleveland proposes to 
carefully examine every pension bill that 
comes to him, and probably a good number of 

4 those now awaiting his signature will be 
3 vetoed. He may, as president, rival his record 
as governor of New York, when he sent 159 
vetoes to one session of the legislature. 

THE IRISH SYMPATHY RESOLUTION. 
Congressman John O Neill’s resolution ex- 
essing the sympathy of congress with Mr. 
adstone in his effort to secure home rule for 
Ireland was discussed in the foreign affairs 
committee today, but no action was taken. 
~The resolution will be smothered in the com- 
mittee. A prominent congressman said to- 
ight: 

“The resolution isan injudicious gush of 
sympathy which will injure the cause it is de- 
signed to help. The Irish question 1s none of 
our business. It wouid be just as proper for 
the English parliament to pass a resolution 
congratulating Mr. Morrison on introducing a 
bill to reduce the tariff.” 

THE EDUCATION BILL. 

Another futile effort was made today, to ob- 

ina favorable report on the education bill 
from the house committee on education. This 
bill is now before two committees of the house, 
and it is hard to say which of the two is most 
decidedly opposed to it. In neither does it 
bave the ghost of a chance for a favorable 
report, and thus a measure which the senate 
has passed and the house has indorsed ona 
test vete is to be slaughtered. 

| HE POST OFFICE APPROPRIATIONS. 

A stubborn eontest is apprehended on the 
postoilice appropriation bill. The house com- 
mittee is against the subsidy clause inserted

house that way. The senate will insist that 
this apprepriation shall be made and a dead 


lock over the bill is feared.

Mr. Hewitt willsubmit a long report sctting 
forth the advantages which would accrue to 
this conntry from reciprocity with Mexico. 
but be is in a hopeless minority. 
NAVY RECONSTRUCTION. 

Lov.’s labor is lost in the efforts of the house 
naval committee to begin a reconstructiou of 
ihe navy, and the brilding of more steel crui- 
The administration has thrown its in- 
fluence against the proposed plan. Opposition 
to it has developed to such strength that the 
ccu:mittee will probably not even report the 
bill, .

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A IWELVE-YEAR-OLD SCOUT. 


A Wrangie in the Honse Over a &200 Ap- 
propriation. 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—After a preliminary 
contest for precedence of business, the house 
went into committee of the whole on the pri- 
vate calendar. : 

The bill which gave rise to a most interest- 
ing diseursion was one paying 3200 to F. W. 
Haldeman. The report states that during the 
war Haldeman, then a boy of twelve years of 
age, desired to join an Ohio regiment, but was 
refused muster on account of his age and size. 
He, however, purchased a uniform and served 
in # regiment a year, acting as buglec and per- 
forming scout duties. He is said to have per- 
formed gallant service. 

Mr. Bragg, of Wisconsin, in a sarcastic 
speech opposed the bill. He ridiculed the idea 
of a boy too young to be mustered in, fulfilling 
scout duty and doing gallant service. 

Messrs. Johnston, of Indiana, and Weaver, of 
lowa, defended the bill and combatted Mr. 
s proposition that a boy of the age of this 
e could not render valuable service in the 
war. Johnston maintained that there had 
been many instances where boys had beon as 
valuable as men, 

Messrs. Johnston and Bragg became involved 
in a wrangle over war reminiscences into 
which Mr, Wolford, of Kentacky, was also 
Crawh. 

Finally a vote was taken on an amendment 
to the bill, but a number of its opponents re- 
frained from voting and the committee being 
left withont a quorum, rose.

SEVERE STORMS. 


Loss of Life and Destruction of Property in 
‘Missouri and Kansas, 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Dispatches from va- 
rious points in Missouri and Kansas report re- 
markable storms of rain and. y. At 
Osage City, it began about 11 a. m, and 
continued for thirty minutes tntil the ground 
was covered with hail stones, and in many 
places were piled up several inches deep. 
Eighty per cent of all exposed window glass 
on the north side of houses were broken. The 
storm came from the northeast and did nof 
extend more than a mile west of theSante Fe 
road at this point. At Emporia, Kansas, a wa- 
ter spout passed down Jacob’s creek. A {far- 


| mer named Jacobs, saw the storm coming and 


athered his wife and two youngchildren and 

is brother, Charles, in a wagon and started 
to flee, but they were 

OVERTAKEN BY THE TORRENT, 

which swept away the vehicle and occupants. 
Mrs. Jacobs and the younger child were 
drowned, while Jacobs nearly perished in en- 
deavoring to save them. The brother savad 
himself and the other child. 

At Fort Scott, Kan., Lamb’s ice dam broke, 
and an immense body of water, uniting with 
the already swollen Duck run, rushed down 
the valley. A house occupied by Sarah Brown, 
a widow, was struck by the torrent and swept 
about 100 yards down the stream, where it 
lodged among the trees. Mrs. Brown and four 
of hea children were in it at the time. The 
water rose rapidly around it to the depth of 
several feet. The mother held her little six 
months’ old 

INFANT IN HER ARMS ABOVE THE WATER, 
leaving her older children to care for them- 
selves. She suddenly noticed that her five- 
year-old bey was drowning and in attempting 
to save him theinfant slipped from her arms 
and was drowned before aid could reach it. 
The remainder of the family were rescued. 

At Springfled, Mo., there was damage of 
sorts, estimated above $125,000. 
lost, but thirtyjfive or forty families were flood- 
ed out. Someof them were taken to high 
ground by men on horseback. 


A SENATE ON WHEELS. 


Fourteen Members of the Ohio Senate in 
Chattanooga. 
CHATTANOOGA, May 7.—Fourteen of the 


twenty democratic members of _ the 
Ohio state senate arrived in the city 
today in a special car, and 


are occupying the car which now stands in the 
CincipDnati Southern railway yard. They left 
Columbus, Ohio, secretly Tuesday night, met 
at Covington, Ky., where they took the car 
for Chattonooga. They left the state of Ohio 
in order to get beyond the jurisdiction of the 
process that mightjbe issned to the sergeant- 
at-arms of the senate. They state that they 
are merely standing by their constitutional 
rights and have nointention or disposition to 
obstruct legislation; that the appropriation bill 
has been passed and all important measures 
disposed of, and they now leave the senate to 
preserve the constitution of their state and de- 
feat the plans of scheming politicians. They 
are firm in their determination not to yield an 
inch and will remain until a compromise is 


effected. .

THE HANGING POSTPONED. 
pe Wright, the Wife Murderer, Gains 
a Short Lease of Life. 

CoLtuMBIA, 8S. C., May 7.-—[Special.]—Jenkius 
Wright, colored, who was sentenced to be 
barged today at Hampton courthouse, has 
been respitea for thirty days by Governor 
Thompson. The reprieve was granted in con- 
sidcration of the fact that recently new evi- 
dence bas transpired which may establish the 
culprit’s Innocence. 

The crime of which he is accused occurred 
in the evening-of November Ist, 1885, on the 
Wilcox plantation, in Hampton county, It was 
never ascertained at what hour the deed was 
done, but it nrust have been after dark. In the 


morning of November the 2d _ visitors 
to Whright’s house discovered lying near 
the fireplace a woman’s’ body, the 


bands and face of which{were horribly burned. 
The fingers were consumed till nothing but 
ihe back of the hands remained. Trial Justice 
James Davis, acting ascoroner. summoned a 
jury of inquest and viewed the dead body. 
Jenkins’ Wright testified that his wife had a 
fit and fell into the fire and was burned to 
ceath. Thejury heard other testimony, but 
awaited other witnesses, as they suspected 
Wright of throwing his wife in the fire while 
she was insensible from a blow. Dr. O'Neal 
beld a post mortem examination and discov- 
ered thather cheek bones were crushed in 
ard that she had received a 
feariul kneck on the back of her head 
with some beavy, blunt instrument. Seeing 
the evidence clesing around him, Wright 
slipped off. He has been heard to say that he 
would kill his wife. A little eight-year-old 
child of the coup!e was observing the lifeless 
form of the woman while the doctor was dis- 
closing the werk of tho murderer, and be- 
ing carefuliy questioned by the  jurymen, 
answered in its simple way that ‘‘pappie 
knock mammie an’ frow’d her in de fire.” 
The coroner's jury adjourned at a late hour 
in the night, having rendered a verdict “that 
the deceased came to her death at the hands 


of her husband. A warrant was immedi: 
ately sworn out for Wright, and 
two constables went in. search i of 


the accused uxorcide. They had little trouble 
in finding him, and he made no attempt to get 
away. He was arrested about four miles from 
the scene of thetragedy. ‘The next day he 
was brought to this place and committed to 
jail. Wright expressed much surprise when 
told by the oflicers that he was charged with 
his wife’s murder, and he asseverated his inno- 
ecenee. When the court of sessions met here 
in January Wright was tried for murder. 


He was’ ably defended by two of our 
Strongest lawyers, but so crushing was 
the cvidence against him—although for the 


most part circumstantial—that the jury was 
impelled to pronounce the seal of condemna- 
tion upon the culprit. He tried to get anew 
trial but failed. The community generally. 
whites and blacks alike, regard the felon’s 
doom asa just one; they have no donbt what- 
ever that he slew his wife and then, to hide 
his crime, threw her body into the fire. 
Wiight is a repulsive looking negro, Ho is 
twenty-four years old.

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MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


A Bloody Tragedy in Suamner County, 
Tennessee. 

NA®sHVILLE, Tenn., May 7.—[{Special.]—This 
morning a terrible tragedy was enacted on 
Brushy creek, near Madder hill, a notorious 
moonshiner district of Sumner county. A man 
pawed Polk Martin, who has a wife and five 
or six children, has been fortwo years visiting 
afamily on Brushy creek named Johnson, 
whose reputation was not good in that country. 
In the Johnson family were two grown girls, 
to one of whom he paid particelar attentions 
on his frequent visits. Notiong since it be- 
came known that she was ina delicate condi- 
tion, and when questioned she stated that 
Polk Martin was responsible for her condi- 

on. 

‘ Wher this reached Martin’s cars last night 
he was very angry, and this morning early 
took his shotgun over to Johnson’s. His ac- 
cuser met him at the door, when with bias- 
phemy he leveled the gun at her and shot her 
through the heart, killing ber instantly. Her 
mother and sister rushed to the door when the 
gun was succese:vely leveled at each. Both 
were seriously, but not fatally injured. Mar- 
tin then shot himself, falling across the door 
way, wherehe died in a few minutes. The

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MONTGOMERY, Ala,, May 
Baptist convention met at 
Dr. Mell was elected presi 
ception of eight years, he has 4 
since 1863. The following vigt-presidents 
were elected: Revs. B. Manley, Kentucky; J. 
B, Hawthorne, Georgia; G. B. Taylor, Virginia; 
and J.C. Furman, South Carolina. Secreta- 
ries: Revs. L. Burrows, Georgia; and O. F. 
Gregory, Baltimore. 

A devotional meeting was then conducted 
by Rev. Dr. Ellis, of Baltimore, and Dr. Ford, 
of Missouri. 

Rev. Mr. Wharton, pastor of the First Baptist 
eburéh, welcomed the convention and intro- 
duced Ex-Governor Thomas H. Watts, who 
delivered an eloquent address of welcome. 
He said one source of regret was that there 
was any dissension, He hoped there would 
soon be one Baptist convention of the United 
States, 

Fifteen states are represented by over 500 
delegates. Missionaries from China, Mexico 
and Italy are also present, 

Rey. Dr, Ellis, of Baltimore, responded, 
making a grand address. Many committees 
were appointed, 

The hours of meeting are nine to one, three 
to five, and at night from eight tojadjourn at 
pleasure. 

The only decoration in the church is a star 
with a crescent hanging over it. The center 
of star has letters ‘S, b, C,’’ and on the peints 
the words, Africa, China, India, Italy, Brazil, 
Mexico and Asia. The galleries were crowded 
today with spectators, a large number of them 
being ladies. 

At the afternoon session, Dr.Tichener, secre- 
tary of the home mission board, read tine re- 
port of that board. It opens with the state- 
ment that forty years ago the board made its 
first annual report to the convention; 
which then met in Richmond. From that 
point the history ofthe bourd was simply re- 
viewed to the present. Nearly every church 
of importance south of the Potomac has been 
pursed in its infancy by this board. It has 
borne the gospel to the very verge of our ad- 
vancing civilization. But much remains to 
be done. Forty years ago the svuth hada 
population of 7,000,000. Now there are more 
than three times as many. ‘Then there 
were 1,000,000 professed Christians. Today 
there are 4,000,000, and yet the work is three 
fold greater than last year. The work has 
been extended beyond any of its past history. 
There has been in the employ of the board 225 
missionaries during the past year. Of these 
one has been sustained in Alabama. Since 
the last meeting of the convention Rev. W. P. 
Blake has retired from the service of the 
boaid and Rey. William McCombs has been 
wade gencral missionary among the Creek In- 
diaus. The board is endeavoring to make the 
Indian churches as far as_ possible 
seif sustaining, as only by this course can 
their Christian manhood be developed. The 
Learning Manual school is in a floursbing con- 
dition. The results of this school are most 
gratifying. The board continues its co-opera- 
ticn with the conventions of western North 
Carolina, Florida, Arkansas and the general 
association and state convention of Texas. 
The Hiome Mission society of New York has 
withdrawn from co-operation with the Texas 
convention in mission work, exceptamong tne 
Germans. The consolidation of all great de- 
nominational bodies of Texas into ove con- 
vention has been agreed upon and will 
Scon be consummated. Washington city has; 
appealed to our board for help. Arrangements 
have been made to grant the request. Satis- 
factory arrangements have been made for the 
publication of nine Sunday school papers. In 
addition to the papers, quarterlies of different 
grades will be published, together with maga- 
zines for teachers, H.H.Cabaniss, of Atlanta, 
Gia,, has been selected as publisher. In church 
building more has been done than ever betore. 
Forty-nine churches have been built upon 
mission fields, in additien to the Valence 
street church, New Orleans. The work in 
New Orleans and in Washinton is only an in- 
dication of what can be done in many cities. 
Already Memphis and St, Louis are making 
appeals for help. Aid ought to be rendered to 
these brethren, who are endeavoring to es- 
tablish self-sustaining interests in these large 
cities. The board renews its appeals for 3100,- 
C00 frém several southern states, with which 
to prosecute its work. ‘The board desires to 
enlarge its work among colored people and 
needs aid in this direction. Contributions 
were 394,522. 

Dr. H. A. Tup;@6r read the report on foreiga 
missions. After three decades, savs the re- 
poit, the convention meets again in Mont- 


gomerv. The strides made during that period 
have been marvelous. Dr. J. L. M. Curry, 


president of the board, resigned last Novem- 
ber to go to Spain,and Dr. H. H. Harris has 
been appointed in his place. Receipts 
of the Foreign Mission Journa 
during tke past year have beel 
$1,662 and expenditures $1,632. Dr. Rider, 
generous Baptist ef Mayhew, bas donated on 
trustto the executive board of the Baptist 
inion association of that state 20,000 for 
missionary. purposes. The American Baptist 
publication society has made a donation of 
$2525 for circulation of the scriptures in for- 
eign lands. The total receipts of the board for 
the year were $135,565. A large number of 
missicnaries are sustained in China, Brazil, 
Mexico, Africa and Italy.

fourth at Washington. D. C., im 1882. -Much 
work Of importance was transacted at these 
conferences, and the present one will last three 
wecks. Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Indian 
territory, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissipp), Missouri, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Texas, Virginia and West 
Virginia are represented in the conference. 
Standing committees have been appointed, and 
the reading of the quadrennial reports of the 
bishops began today. 

Bishop Holsey’s quadrennial message was 
received and referred to the proper committee. 
The committee on rules reported and the re- 
port was received and ordered published. The 
city pulpits are filled daily by visiting clergy- 
men.

Inguest Over the Dead Officers—Arrest of 
Socialists. 

CuicaGco, May 7.—The Arbeiter Zeitung 
made its appearance agiin this morning, 
though in a very reduced f. m.

The leading article today is addressed to the 
workingmen of Chicago, and after relating the 
ditiiculties they had in publishing the paper, 
owing to the arrest of all the printers and edi- 
tors, the article says: 

These twenty-two printers were arrested on the 
ridiculous charge of murder— people who did noth- 
ing but Work and for which they were paid. Bail 
was refused forthem. On allsides there was a sys- 
tematic attempt to make the reappearance of the 
paperimpossible. * * You see, then, work 
ingmen, thatthe ruling class understands better 
than you the value of a labor organ. * * #* i 
will show you that although the recklessness of 
some may temporarily confuse, it cannot 
disrupt our workingmen’s party. We, theretore, 
appesl to yon, workingmev. You willsee tbata 
workingmen’s movement without an organ is im- 
possible. . * We shall continue 
to fight for freedom and right—that this 
always conducted, * 2 He ei Forward! 
and ubhesitatingly forward,in spite ofthe chi- 
canry of the ruling classes. * + * Again, 
workingmen, do your duty, we will do ours.

ENGLISH POLITICS. 


From Davitt and Chamberlin--- 
Comment of the Press. 

Lonpon, May 7.—Michael Davitt has writ- 
ten aletter to the Daily News in which he 
eays that the differences between Chamberlain 
and Gladstone, being the irreconcilable pro- 
posals of the latter, are acceptable to Lrishmen, 
while those of the former are not acceptable. 
If Chamberlain’s proposals prevail,the struggle 
will continue to intensify. If Irish represen: 
tatives sit at Westminster there will be a con- 
stant friction. Of the twe evils—paying trib- 
ute and sitting at Westminster—it is better to 
choose the former, which is the lesser evil. By 
astroke of genius, inspired by the angel of 
peace, Mr. Gladstone has recognized the Irish 
national idea, and it isto be sincerely hoped 
that he will not give way to Chamberlain. 

The Standard says the government is mak- 
ing strenuous endeavors to induce the oppos- 
ing liberals not to vote on the Irish measure. 
It has finally been decided to proceed with 
the land purchase bill, despite the opposition 
tothe measure. Ifthe bill is rejected by a 
small majority Mr. Gladstone will advise the 
immediate dissolution of parliament. 

The Daily News renews its argument in 
favor of the land purchase bill on the ground 
that Jast year’s land act authorized a British 
credit of five million pounds for the purpose 
of buying estates for small holders, and con- 
tained a provision thatthe azt should be re- 
newed when requiref. Therefore, continues 
the News, that five million was only an in- 
stallment, ridiculous opposition was then un- 
thought of, though the security for payment 
was inferior to that of Mr. Gladstone’s present 
proposal, which provides an ample guarantee 
for the whole of the money, instead of for only 
one-fifth as previously. The radicals appear 
to shy at an empty difference. The former 
act proposed to relieve tenants. The present 
bill proposes to relieve landioids. Land legis- 
Jation bas previously failed from lack of vigor 
and resolution. If grappled with firmly, all 
difficulty will disappear. ° 

Thomas Bolton, M. P., wrotea letter to Mr. 
Chamberlain asking him if he would support 
the Lome rule bill on its second reading, pro- 
vided it be considered a simple affirmation of 
the principle of home rule, leaving the ques- 
tion of retention of Irish members open for 
consideration in committee. Mr. Chamberlain 
reply d: 

If Mr. Gladstone will maintain the imperial par- 
liament as fhe supreme authority inthe kingdom, 
I will gratefully accept the concession and yvoie for 
the sccond reading of the bill. But I am-—unable 
to find in Mr. Gladstone’s manifesto any assurance. 
He asks us to grantJreland the right to manage 
her own affair , but if geographical considerations 
must yie'd to national sentiment, the prayer of 
Protestant ,Ulster for a separate consideration 
ceserves equal attention to that 
givel: the demands of the population which 
Parnell represents. The fate of Ulster lies in its 
own hands.

The Disclosures Made by a Body Floating

The boys watched the search and asked 
Birdsong what he was looking for, but he was 
too shrewd to intimate the object-of his search. 
But after a while his patience became exhaust- 
ed, and approaching the prisoner, he remark- 
ed, “It looks like you have been getting a 
thace.”’ 

“Oh, yes. We shave regular.” 

“What do you shave with?” 

“Shave with a bottle.” 

“Let me see it,” said Mr. Birdsong, where- 
upon the prisoner produced a small piece of a 
paragoric bottle with an exceedingly clean 
cut edge, anda little illustration served to 
show that it was as good as steel fora razor. 
Today all the boys appeared at their peep 
holes cleanly shaven, much to the wonder- 
ment of the jailer. 

HUMPHRIES DESPON DENT. 

While conversing with the jailer your cor- 
respondent very naturally inquired about 
Humphries. According to Mr. Birdsong’s 
statement Humphries is in a very despondent 
mood again. Of late he has held several con- 
versations with Mr. Birdsong, and he discusses 
quite freely the whys and wherefores of cer- 
tain things connected with the murder, and 
tries to explain away certain damaging cir- 
cumstances. It is pretty generally understood 
that insanity will be the plea. 

THE CRAZY COON, 

Andrew Jackson, who tried the hallelujah 
racket with the jailer, has recovered. The 
fact is, he was never very crazy, but probably 
thought he would get a jury in lunacy to try 
his case, and thereby secure a change of quar- 
ters. His signal failure will probably deter 
others from trying such, 

There are seventeen prisoners in jail, and 
most of them are confined in the cage. Their 
qusrters are kept as clean as possible, under 
the circumstances, but under existing regula- 
tions it isa wonder that disease in its most 
loathsome forms does not attack the inmates. 
Crowded into narrow cells, with dirty clothes, 
some of them having worn the same suit for 
months without a change, is miserable. Whites 
and negroes all consort together in this pen, 
and it is enough to make a man lose his self- 
respect, even if he were to come clear, after 
confinement in this vile den.

Oconee will vote on prohibition on the 20th 
of May. 

Several of the Fort Gaines barrooms have 
closed up, owing to the high license imposed. 

The ordinary of Dooly county has reversed 
the decision made at the ballot box, and declared 
the county dry. 

The Madison Madisonian mentions the ru- 
mor that ‘‘the pear cider sold in Athens at prohi- 
bition bars has a most wonderful exhilerat- 
ing effect, and that the soda fountains of the clas- 
sie city distil the most joyous nectar,”’ 

The grand jury of Whitfield county has this 
paragraph in its presentments: 

We have bad the good effects. of a prohibitory 
liquor law in this county for about two years, and 
we cannot refrein from expessing our approbation 
of the law and testifving to its good effects upon 
the general welfare of the county. Some of us 
have served upon the grand juries at difierent 
terms of the court, since the law went into effect, 
prior to the present service, aud from all the infor- 
mation we can gather from all sources, we are pre- 

yared to say that crimes of a character that mani- 
est themselves by violence of one citizen upon 
another, resulting from excitement incident to the 
use of liquor, have almost abated. We have search- 
ed for violations of the liquor laws diligently, and 
while afew instances are found where it _is disre- 
garded, we are sure that they are becoming more 
rare, and instead of uvrestricted liquor without 
revenue from license, as was predicted by some, 
we are having less and less liquor and more sobri- 
ety and an improvement in the morals of our peo- 
ple eer to the expectations of the most sanguine 
prohibitionist.

The eleciion for and against the sale of liquor 
passed off quietly, and with but little hot blood on 
either side. . There were 1,250 votes polled in the 
county, giving a majority for the sale of 84. The 
executive committee of the prohibition party held 
a meeting and decided to contest the election, on 
the ground of illegal voting.

avoid adulterated food. Their 
meat is. all raised at home, and 


is well prepared, as is also their bread. They 
never use lard in any shape nor form, using 
butter instead; and of coursefthey make their 
own butter. They don’t eat corn breadfnor 
biscuit, but raise their own wheat and make 
loaf bread. Thus it is seen that they avoid 
poison meats, adulterated lard and flour, and 
consequently eat’ nothing but pure food. Our 
people could learna great lesson right here, if 
they only would. The remarkable health of 
this family is largely dre to their wholesome 
diet. Only $2.60 for medicine, ina large fam- 
ily during forty or fifty years. They eat just 
what other people eat, but raise it all them- 
selves, aud probably prepare it a little differ- 
ent.

I refuse, too, to plead 
guilty tothe charge of forming its acquaintance 
without being aware of it. You know, it 
is said that when a man mixes himself up in a 
social way with artillery punch, he knows no- 
thing of the attendant circumstances until 
some twenty-four hours after.

GIVE’S LAST NIGHT. 


Rev. James G. Armstrong Delivers a Brilliant Lse- 
ture on the Crisis in Ireland— Beautiful Floral 
Offerings— 4 Notable Bvent— Resolutions 
on ireland’s Cause—The Audience. 
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REV. JAMES G, ARMSTRONG, 

A large audienee gathered at DeGive’s 
opera house last nightto hear Rev. James G. 
Armstrong in his lecture on “The Crisis in 
Ireland.” 

The stage had been beautifully decorated 
by the Indies of St. Philip’s. e 

A Jarge number of handsome plush chairs 
were arranged on the stage. Over the private 
boxes were cut flowers in festoons and hang- 
ing baskets. Inthe front of the stage, mid- 
way between the boxes, was a large pyramid 
of lovely hothouse tlowers in pots. Sarmouant- 
ing the pyramid was a lovely calla lily, and 
just back of the pyramid was a table, on 
which stood a silver water set 
and a silver stand, the latter filled with 
cut flowers. On the left of the stage was a 
large pyramid of geraniums in bloom, together 
with other beautiful flowers, including some 
hardsome calla lies. In various parts of 
the stage baskets of cut flowers were placed. 
The effect of the floral decorations was charm- 
ing. The stage floor was covered with green 
mats. 

Wurm’s orchestra played several 
while the audience was gathering. 

A half past eignt Dr. Armstrong walked 
upon the stage and took his seat on the right 
band side of the stage. His appearance was 
the signal for an enthusiastic outburst of ap- 
plause. Hewasdressed inadark sguit, with 
frock ceatand wore a tall standing collar. 

Seated on the stage with him were the fol- 
lowing gentiemen: Dr. R. D. Spalding, Hon. 
Henry W. Hilliard, ex-Governor Buallock, 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke, Captain J. F. 
Burke, Mr. P. J. Moran, Captain E.S. Gay, 
Mr. P. H. Snook, Mr. W. Woods White, Mr. 
James I’. O'Neal and Mr, D. M. Bain. 

DR. ARMSTRONG INTRODUCED, 

Dr. Spalding introduced Dr. Armstrong in a 
few appropriate remarks. Dr. Spalding refer- 
red to the Irish struggle for independencé as 
a struggle between might on one side and 
right on the other. Through alithe struggles 
in Ireland the people of that unhappy coun- 


pieces 


| try had stood as firm as a rock to principle, 


to truth, to faith and to country. “We have 
gathered, let us hope,” said the doctor, “upon 
the eve of Ireland’s redemption, to listen to a 
wonderfully gifted son of Ireland—James 
Glasgow Armstrong.” p 

DR. ARMSTRONG SPEAKS, 

At the mention of Dr. Armstrong’s name, 
the house fairly shook with applause. The 
lecturer arose to speak, but the cheering con- 
tinued. A little girl, bearing a basket of 
flowers, advanced down one of the aisles, and 
a member of the orchestra held her up to the 
stage while she placed the floral tribute at the 
feet of the lecturer. Several other very hand- 
some baskets of flowers were sent forward, and 
one large bouquet was thrown on thestage. Dr. 
Armstrong picked up the bouquet, bowed low, 
and laid iton the table. The applause con- 
tinued for several minutes, and When it sub- 
sided, Dr Armstrong began his lecture. 

He thanked the people for their kindness to 
him in various ways, and especially thanked 
the ladies for the beautiful decorations on the 
gtxge. 

Dr. Armstrong said the word “crisis’’ was 
usually employed to designate the turning 
point in a disease, and he would endeavor to 
show that the crisis had arrived in the case of 
Ireland, whose body politic has been so long 
diseased by oppression. 

He spoke of the 

EARLY HISTORY OF THE IRISH, 

of their descent, of the impress they made on 
Europe, and of their settlement in ‘‘Erin.” 
He spoke also of the unconquerable spirit of 
the people, and of the failure of the Danes to 
overcome the Irish. The doctor paid a tribute 
to the virtue of the Irish people, saying there 
were four times as many illegitimate births in 
Scotland as in Ireland—twice as many in Eng- 
land as in Ireland; “and,” said the doctor, “let 
it bring the blush where it may, the truth 
must be acknowledged, there are four times as 
mavy in Protestant Ulster as in Catholic Con- 
naught.” 

The Irish, the lecturer said, are patriotic. 
No people under the heavens love their coun- 
try more than do the Irish. Amid all her 
trials and humiliations the love ofan Irish- 
man is for hiscountry. Other countries may 
have grander mountains, larger lakes and 
more fertile fields, but wherever he goes, and 
whatéver he sees, the heart of the Irishman 
ever bounds back to his native land. [Ap- 
plause. ] 

The lecturer spoke at some length to show 
that the troubles in Ireland did not origi- 
nate in 

RELIGIOUS DIFFERENCES, 

England invaded Ireland in the middle of 
the twelfth century, and fromthen untii the 
reign of Henry VIII, about four hundred 
years, the religion of England and Ireland 
was the same, and yet during that time the 
tyrany of England was just 
ass Severe and just as un 
mitigated as it was later on. History shows 
that the struggle was not over religion. The 
resolution of the united Irishmen in 1791 an- 
nounced as the work of the organization the 
emancipation of Ireland, the reform of parlia- 
mentand the union of all creeds forthe emau- 
cipation of Ireland from the yoke of England. 
In that the relation of Protestants to Catholics 
was four to one. 

In speaking of the religious troubles that 
existed, the lecturer said he did not believe 
there was a religion under the sun—and thers 
are many of them—whichif put into full and 
absolute power would not persecute. The sen- 
timent was greeted with deafening cheers. 

The demand for liberty of conscience 
always comes from the 

PROTESTING MINORITY, 
“and I tell you,” said the lecturer, “when we 
come totalk of religious persecution-—honors 
are easy.” Applause aleo greeted this ex- 
pression. : 

Dr. Armstrong spoke at length on the vari- 
ous methods adopted by England to crush 
Ireland, and said the aim of England was to 
extinguish the national life of [reland. He 
spoke especially of the fact that laws were 
made by England to govern Ireland. He 
dwelt .freely on the confiscation of Irish 
lands. He spokealso of the movement of 
Gratton in 1780, “that the king with the con- 
sent of the parliament of Ireland, was alone 
to enact laws to bind Ireland.” 
For all her wrongs Ireland asks 
redress in home rule; that Ireland shall have 
the right to make her own laws, and if Glad- 
stone was faithful to the end in trying to se- 
cure that, he would forgive all his past offenses. 
The doctor spoke of how Parnell has been 
supported by the sympathies of the Ameficau 
people, and added: “In my own limited sphere 
of life I can bear witness to the substantial 
food of the sympathy of the American people.” 
~ In closing, the doctor said- the body politic

The Atlanta Assembly Coudemns the QOuat- 
rages of the Chicago Anarchists. 


The Knizhts of Labor in Atlanta have taken 
action condemning in strong terms the ont- 
rages of the Chicago anarchists. 

At a neeting of district assembly, No. 105, 
he!d last Thursday night, 6th instant, the fol- 
lowing preamble and resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted: 

Whercas, The combined forces of the anarchists, 
pDihilists avd communists, of Chicago, have disre- 
garded and defied the law and the authorities, 
causing the killing and wounding of several police 
oficers and many citizens; 

And whereas, The greater proportion of these 
lawlese perrons are foreigners mostly unnatural- 
ized, and by falsely claiming to be Knights of La- 
bor £0 as to sccure sympathy or shield themselves 
from deserved opprobium; 

And whereas, The Knights of Labor are ‘con- 
servative in principle and action, and desire to 
ayoid strikes and settle all difierences by arbitra- 
tion, be it therefore 

Resolved, ‘Yhatthe laws in regard to immigra- 
tion and the importation of paupers and: coatract 
labor showlé he rigidly enforeed. 

Resolved, That laws calculated to more per- 
fecily protect communities and honest labor 
against the lawless proceedings of those anarch- 
ists, nihilists and communists should be enacted, 
and then rigidiy enforeed in order that honest la- 
bor and the tamilies of honest labor which has to 
endurethe suffering and do the fighting shall be 
relieved of the ignominy which by implication or 
insinuation attaches to these lawless proceedings. 

Re:olyed. That this D. A. solemnly assures the 
people of Georgia that.all capital timately em- 
ployed is regarded as aco-working instrumentali- 
ty with labor for mutual advantage and develop- 
ment, and will be unhesitatingly supported aud 
defended by the K. of L. 

Resolved, That we unreservedly commend and in- 
dorse the wise action of General Master Workman 
Powderly, and the general executive committee 
in the settlement of the strike on the railroads at 
the south and southwest of St. Lonik. oa

CONDITION OF THE CROPS. 


Colonel R. J. Redding’s Report to the Com- 
missioner at Washington City. 

Colonel R. J. Redding, special statistical] 
agent of the United States for Georgia, has 
forwarded to the commissioner at Washington 
his report showing the condition of the crops 
in this state on the Ist of May. Among other 
information, the report declares: 

“The condition of the wheatcrop in Geor- 
gia is quite unpromising, owing to bad stands 
and backwardness—the result of the severe 
fieezes of the past winter, following the late 
eowing. The prospect is poorestin the bast 
wheat growing section of the state, where the 
cold was most severe—uorth Georgia, In the 
southern half, where comparatively little 
wheat is grown, the condition is more nearly 
norme}. But inevery part of the state the 
fall] sown oat crop was pretty well destroyed 
by the cold. 

“Rye and barley are hardly to be considered 
of sufficient importance to be seriously esti- 
mated in the general survey of the crops of 
Georgia, only small plats (as a rule) being 
sown for green -soiling and calf pastures, 

“CoTTon.—The average time of planting, 
throughout the state the present year, is not 
less than 10 days !ater than usual,notwithstand- 
ing the fact reported that 85 per cent of the 
proposed area was planted by the first of May, 
against 90, the usual per cent planted by that 
date. The great bulk ofthe area in the cot- 
ton-growing section proper, is generally plant- 
ed during those days embraced between March 
20 and April 20; thereforea delay of ten days or 
eyen more in the average date of planting might 
not materially effect the relativa area planted 
by May ist. It is quite certain that the crop 
wiil get a late start. Moreover, the stands are 
bad, owing largely to defective seed, the result 
of wet weather during the maturing and har- 
vesting of the crop last fall, but alse to the 
heavy rains in the last few days in March, 
which aitected the early planted fields ia 
southern Georgia. 

The report shows the average condition of 
the different crops on May Ist to have bsen: 
winter wheat,77; winter rye. 88; winter bar- 
ley, &3; meadows (mowing lands,) 5; spring 
pasture, ©). 

Proportion of proposed area in cotton al- 
reacy planted, 85; proportion of same usually 
planted by May Ist, in an average year, {0> 
proportion of spring planting already done, 
6; proportion usually done, &&. 


NORMAL COLLEGE VACANCIES. 


The Large Number of Applications 
ceived by Commissioner Orr. 

State School Commissioner Orr is over- 
whelmed‘with applications for appointments to 
the norma! college at Nashville, Tenn. 

There are on file in the commissioners’ office 
twenty-five applications, some of which were 
sent in three yearsago. Within the past few 
weeks they have been received from al! sec- 
tions of the state. In anumber of instances 
they were sent by friends of the 
applicants, with the Statement that 
the young man, or the young 
woman, was “struggling to obtain an educa- 
tion.” Thenormal college was uot designed 
to provide such education as may be obtained 
in the ordinary colleges. It was designed to 
prepare teachers for the schools of the south- 
ern states. In other words, it is strictly a 
professional institution, partaking in no degree 
of the nature of a primary school. Its stu- 
dents must be possessed of fair educations be- 
fore they enter. 

There is an impression abroad that the ap- 
pointments are cenfined by the commissioner 
to the cities. The facts render the impression 
groundless. Many of them that have re- 
ceived appointments come from the small 
towns, or from the country. 

@ {Relative to the number of vacancies in the 
normal college to be filled by appointments 
from Georgia, inquiries yesterday developed 
that there is but one. This will more than 
likely be filled by a young lady who began a 
course inthe coliege, bat was compelled to 
withdraw by reason of bad health. If she 
should refuse the appointment. it wiil proba- 
bly be given toa young man who was forced 
to withdraw for a similar reason.
